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With  great  potential  in  returning  lettermen,  such  as  Don  Car- 
penter and  Bob  Keith  in  the  backfield  and  Jim  Funcheon,  Ray  Walsh 
and  Al  Parker  on  the  line,  the  Bulldogs  played  host  to  the  Comets 
from  Hillside.  Led  by  the  fine  ball  handling  of  Don  Carpenter,  the 
Bulldogs  won  an  easy  game,  scoring  21  points  and  allowing  the 
Comets   none. 


In  the  weeks  that  followed  Regional  faced 
stiff  opposition  in  Morristown,  Somerville,  Cald- 
well, Roselle  and  Union.  The  outcome  of  these 
games  was  the  same,  the  Bulldogs  fighting  up 
to  the  wire,  but  to  no  avail.  At  Westfield,  the 
picture  looked  as  though  it  might  be  different. 
The  Regional  line  was  now  at  its  peak  with 
Keith  Jones  and  Bill  Kelsay  proving  to  be  tre- 
mendous assets,  with  solid  assistance  coming 
from  Berne  Nolte,  Herb  Gwathney  and  Bill 
Jackson,  the  latter  seeing  both  regular  action  in 
the  line  as  well  as  in  the  backfield.  Halftime 
found  Regional  ahead,  but  in  the  closing  min- 
utes of  the  game  the  Blue  Devils  came  from 
behind  to  nip  the  Bulldogs  by  a  narrow  margin.
